Pittsburg, July 22 —Excitement was
atl fever heat In local conl miners' clr-
cles today. The operators apparently
were preparing for any demonstration
and before nightfall, they were con-
vinesd that matters had taken a ser-
fous turn. Early in the morning about
G miners from the Finleyville dis-
trict marched on the Bunola mines and
suceeeded in bringing out the men
at work. Sheriff Lowry of this county
has a force of deputies ready for duty
At & moment's notlee and trouble Is
looked for at any time. The deputles
are in readiness 10 go to the mines
of the New York and Cleveland Gas
Coal eormpany. A march on the Turtle
Crook, FPlum Creéck and Bandy Creek
mine I8 expected at any time, 1L was
lenred from rellable  authority that
such a march was in contemplation
but would not take place until the lat.
ter part of the week,

At Canonsburg it was reported that
one tMwusand men would march to the
Cook mines tonight and stay there un-
til the diggers came out, Sherift
Clark, of Washington county, was on
hand with a large number of deputles
and trouble was expected if the stri-
ers attempted to force the men to quit
work

The miners' leaders continue at work
in an éffort to persuade the miners in
the Connellsville coke region to stop
work, but dispatches from Uniontown
and Dunbarindicatethat they are mest-
ing with poor success, A Unlontown
dispatch says the leaders are very
much disheartened and admit private-
Iy that they have falled to creale any
strike sympathy. The Redstone min-
ersg, It 1s claimed;, will be back next
week. Dunbar dispatches say there (s
very little probability that the coke
rogion will become a factor in the

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CLOUD BURST
AT YOUNGSTOWN

Grent Damage to Life and Property.
Many Persons Are Killede«Ine
habitants Pursued by Lightning,
Fire and Flood.

Youngstown, O, July #2.—=At T o'vlock
tonlght a terrible cloudburst struck this
town, floodihg the entire valley and caus-
Ing great dan gge to property, both in the
clity and plong the rallway lines, Mony
people are sujposed to be drowne The
entire country east snd west for twenty
milvs was floodeldl und the damage will be
enormous, the raliroads being the heaviest
losers, The Erie rallroad, west of War-
ren, fourteen miles, and north of 8haron
for the same distunce, was ontirely tlood-
od out, and crders were |g2ued to discon-
tinue all trams. Many resldences jivere
wera flooded, and the occupants wece
taken away by the police and fire aeport-
ments, The Mahoning Valley  electrieo
lines were flooded out und all the bridges
washed awny, The Cathelle church at
Nlles was struck by lightning at the same
hour and nearly destroyed by fire, while
buglness houses and manufacturing con-
cerns were flooded. Henry Myers, a
tallor, while standing at his residence on
Mill street, was struck by lghtining and
Iustantly killed. He leaves o family. The
excursion trains which left here (his
morning for Luke Erle are all slde track-
ed, thirty miles out, and will probably not
reiach the city tonlght, On every raliroad
leading into the city comes reports of ex-
tensive washouts and bridges swept away
and rallroad officials say the loss will be
the heaviest they have ever known, At
10,0 o'clogk tonlght came the first den-
nite information of the damage done by
the slorm, Along Crab creek, running
inte the clty in the aortheast along the
Erie and Lake Bhore rallroads and emply-
ing into the Muhoning riveir near the
Luake Bhore depot a cloudburst occurred
about ten miles out

At about 10 o'clock the water swept
down the valley into the clty carrylng ev-
erything thut was not fastened down boe-
fore it. The bed of the créck was not
more than 20 feet wide but the food
spread out a width of about 2,000 feet,
It rose quilckly and in less than thiry
minutes the water was up to the sece
ond storles of all the dwelling fiouses in
the flooded distriets and was still rising.
It Is o certainty at 11 o'clock that none
of the people escaped from the houses,
The whole distriet was In durkness eox-
cent one small place where a lone elece
trie light shone. Flremen, pollee and
others were on hand quickly, but were
powerless to effect rescues, as not a boat
of any kind was to be had, The ories of
the people In the houses were heartrend-
Ing te those who stood at the water's
odge and who were forced to retreat
on account of the rislng water. 1t 18 al-
most g certalnty thut many people were
drowned., One whole family woas Heard
crying for help from upper windows,
when suddenly there was a  grinding
noise as if the houso was beilng moved
from ite foundatlon and soon the cries
from that plicce ceased.

The intense darkness made It Impossi-
ble to see what was golug on but It Is
supposed that the house and its occou-
pants went down in the flood, People
it the waler's edge heard a man eryving
for help who was apparently belng car-
ried down the flood. The volce grew
falnter and It Is supposed the unfortunate
man perished, Pitiful eries for help were
henrd continually but the crowd on the
shore could do nothing In the way of
glving aild, Police and firemen went at
onee (o another part of the elty after
boats.

SAYS THATIT IS DESTITUTE OF MERIT

Acoording to Opinion of the Governor
the Bill Itself Furnishes a Hetter
Argument Agninst Its  Approval
Than Any Lnusgnage Cane=One
Hundred and Twenty«Eight Bills
Approved.

Harrisburg, July 21--The Recker
“three-fifths” confirmation il was
veloed this evening by Governor Hast-
Ings. He savs there never has been
submitted to him for conslderation a
measure so utterly destitute of merit,
It is 80 bad that no argument can bhe
made In favor of any of its provisions,
The bill iteelf, the governor concludes,
furnishes a better argument against
its approval than can any language of
his.

Wilkes-Darre, July 22.—In the Jjand
yard here this morning Peler Vasalka,
aline Peter Wassel, but better known
as “Terrible Pete” palld with his life
his debt to the law for the murder of
Jogeph Kupersavage, nt Georgetown, a
suburh of this clty, on Jan, 18, 1806,

The condemned man slept little dur-
Irg the night and at 5.30 got up and
between that and 8.20 when Rev. Fath-
er Hulsavnge, a Lithuanlan priest, ar-
rived, spent some time In prayer, Mass
wns celebrated In Vasalka's cell whera
a temporary altar was erected by the
priest. Poter requested that his brotl-
er-in-law, Frank Socholofskl, and =
frienc. named Anthony Komaltls be
present at the mass, His wish was
granted. Doth of the men are prisons
erg In the juil, While the mass was
Being colebrated he assisted with the
greatest fervor and devotlon,

The officers who guarded the jall dure
Ing the night reported “All's Well” to
the others who came to relleve themn
this morning. They sald nothing sus-
picious had heen heard nor were any
prowlers seen about the jail during the
night. The officers were supplied with
Winchester rifles and propared for any
cmergeney,

The day brightened up at 7.30 o'clock
and Peter went around the corridors
and bade good hye and shook hands
with all the prisoners. He then went
into the watchman's office, put on the
white rhirt and brown suit which he
wore on the gallows,

Vasalka woas welghed yesterday and
tipped the scals at 1221 pounds, When
first arrested he welghed 186% pounds
and.at he time he wos sentenced,
welghed 144 pounds. After dressing he
walked ubout the eorridors, one of his
death watch on elther slde,

MADE A BTATIEMENT.

Notleing Anthony Kamaitin, a yvoung
Lithuanian, he declded to make anoth-
er statement which Kamaitis took
down in writing in their own language.
He spont nearly an hour dictating his
etatement. He was then called out and
measured, 1t showed his height as 5
feet 615 Inches, Peter sald he was not
afrald to die and spoke pleasantly to
all.

Peter's last statement was a lengthy
one, He spoke In a general, rambling
way. He said several times that he
did not do the shooting, did not kill
Kupersavage and blauimes his wife fop
the trouble. He says his vight name
Is Peter Vasnlka. He was bormn Im
Lithuania, Russin, slate of Subalku,
forty<two years ago, in the village of
Papelchive. He blamez hie wife for all
his troubles, savs she told the storles
which turced the people ugainst him.
He did not speak of Sochalofski nor
mention who fired the fatal shot,

During the progress of the religious
services In the watchman's house War-
den James Boland and his deputies
were making all ready ot the scaffold.
The rope was put up and the trup
again tested,

The hill In the rear of the jall yard,
which at former executions had been
thronged with poaple, was deserted, the
oMcers, according to Ingtructions, kept
the people away from the walls of the
jall, A large crowd of the curlous
stood In front of the jall on Water
street and peersd curliously at the nar-
row windows and the massive walls of
the prison and speculated ns to the
hour Peter would hang,

The religious services were finished a
few minutes before 10 o'clock and
Frank Sochalafskl, whom Peter ae-
cused of the shooting, and who was
present at the mass, stenved forward
Peler twice. He was then
returned to his cell and locked up.
Peter knelt down, took a lighted eandle
in his hand, and the priest read a
prayer and sprinkled holy water over
him.

Attoarney Eugene Ward, whe defend-
ed the accused, arrived at the jall at
10 o'clock wnd bid his cllent good-bye,
Peter sald: “"Me hang for nothing.
Joe Btrobel gave the witnessea $100.
Me not gulley.™

MARCH TO THE GALLOWS,

At 1004 o'clock Bheriff Martin took
charge Of the prisoner and ordered
everyone to leave the corridor except
his jury, the clergyman and the physi-
clang. The erowd filed Into the Jnil
yard, very quietly and awaited the pro-
cesglon from the corrider. At 10,08 the
party with the condemped came out
into the jail yard. SBheriff Martin came
first, followed by Father Bulsavage
and Peter side by slde, and a friend
of the condemned, carryving lighted
candleg. The sherlff's jury and tha
physlclans brought up the rear. There
were about one hundred persons in the
Jall vard. All removed their hats as
the demned appeared, and the pro-
cesgjos slowly passed along the south
will to the scaffold Bheriff Martin
ascended the steps first, followed by
Peter, who walked upright and with
firm step. Nelther his hands nor arms
